TED WILLIAMS POLES 
HOMER TO WIN FOR 
RED SOX, 7 TO 4 


Comes With Bases Filled - has Batted In 115 
Runs - Even Break in Series

CLEVELAND - Timely Ted Williams did it again today. 
The smiling stringbean rookie sensation slashed out his second 
payoff homer in as many days, this time with the bases loaded, as 
the climax of a six-run fifth inning rally and thus escorted the 
Red Sox to a 7-4 victory over Cleveland's deflated Indians in the 
Hose's final 1939 appearance at League Park. 

In addition to wrecking the hopes of southpaw Harry 
Eisenstadt with his 21st round tripper and second grand slam 
smash of the year, meteoric Ted also accounted for the seventh 
and final Sox run in the sixth inning by drawing a bases-loaded 
walk off rookie Floyd Stromme and so strengthened his 
pece-setting mark in runs batted in for both major leagues by 
boosting his imposing total to 115. 


Lefebvre Gets Credit 


Thanks to Williams’ latest slugging spree, Wilfred (Lefty) 
Lefebvre, the Holy Cross and Pawtucket, R.I., product, managed 
to gain credit for his first big league pitching decision. After 
holding the Indians well in check for seven innings in his second 
start, Lefebvre weakened in the eighth and was forced to call for 
help from Jug handle Joe Heving. Work horse Joe responded 
although the Indians tallied three times before that jittery round 
was finished. 

The victory gave the combacking Croninmen an even break 
for the four-game series with the fourth-place Clevelanders and 
for the first day since they left Boston two weeks ago enabled 
them to gain a game on the Yankees who were beaten by the 
Tigers. 

It took the Sox five innings to solve Eisenstadt's southpaw 
slants, but when they did, the Back Bay boys routed the ex-Tiger 
with a flourish. At that, it took a couple of slips by rookie Lou 
Boudreau to help undermine Eisenstadt and five of the six Sox 
runs in the big fifth were technically unearned. 


Cronin Starts It 


Cronin inaugurated the big putsch by doubling high up on 
the right field screen. Joe took third after Tabor's fly to Campbell 
with the Sox boss just beating the throw to the far turn on a close 
decision rendered by Umpire Bill McGowan. As Cronin held 
third, Desautels beat out a bingle to Boudreau with the help of the 
latter's wide throw. Lefebvre who had lived up to his reputation 
as a hitter by singling his first time at bat then walked to load the 
bases. 

Cronin scored the first run as Cramer was being tossed out 
by Keltner, whereupon Vosmik strolled to load the sacks again. 
With an easy chance to retire the side, Boudreau bobbled Jimmie 
Foxx' grounder to account for run No. 2 and set the stage for 
Williams' grand slam that travelled at least 400 feet over the right 
center field wall landing among the telephone wires o the other 
side of adjoining Lexington av. 

The count on Ted was 2 and 1. After Eisenstadt walked 
Doerr, He gave way to Stromme who prevented further damage 
in this round although Cronin made his second hit before the Sox 
were retired.

Reliever Delock Retires Last 12 Orioles in 
Row

BALTIMORE - The Red Sox got into a mess tonight, but 
managed to come back on the strength of some long ball hitting 
and Ike Delock's great relief pitching to defeat the Orioles, 7 to 6, 
before 19,440 at Municipal Stadium. 

Jackie Jensen cracked a two-run homer in the seventh inning 
to create a 6-6 tie. Then Billy Goodman doubled and Billy Klaus 
tripled in the eighth to defeat relief pitcher George Zuverink. 

The Sox gave up five unearned runs behind starter Mel 
Parnell in the third inning and trailed 6 to 2. 


Moore Homers 


Highlighting the five-run third was a three-run homer by 


pitcher Ray Moore, the first of his career. 

This should have crushed the red Sox. But trailing 2-6, they 
added two in the fifth and Jensen's homer tied it 6-all in the 
seventh against Moore. 

Orioles manager Paul Richards sent four pinch hitters, all 
left handers, against Delock. He mowed 'em down with fast balls. 

As it was, Baltimore made only three hits off the combined 
serves of Parnell and Delock. Parnell, though, was wild. 

Delock pitched the last four innings and retired all 12 men 
he faced, five on strikeouts. 

The Sox scored in the first on a single by Goodman and 
walks to Williams, Jensen and Piersall. 

Baltimore came back with one as Parnell walked the first 
three batters. Billy Gardner scored on Bob Nieman's fly ball. 

They went ahead, 2-1, in the second on Don Buddi's walk, 
Parnell's sacrifice and Goodman's two-base hit. 

Parnell started the third by walking Nieman. Klaus booted 
Evers' double play grounder. Then Buddin booted Pyburn's 
double play grounder and the bases were clogged. 

Tom Gastall's fly ball brought in one run, Willie Miranda 
singled across a second and Moore belted his homer into the left 
field stands. 

Boston got two back in the fifth on Moore. Williams 
received the second of four walks. Vernon reached on an error 
and Jensen singled in a run. Piersall singled in another, so it was 
6-4. 

The tying runs came in the seventh as Williams walked and 
Jensen pumped his 10th homer into the left field seats.

MAX WEST PACES 
BRAVES TO DOUBLE 
WIN 


Stengels Win 10-1, Nightcap by 4-3

Stung by three straight defeats the aroused Braves cut loose 
with a holiday haymaker that floored the Phils, 10-1 and 4-3, in 
both rounds of their Memorial Day double-header at Braves 
Fiels, where 18,558 customers and 709 service men found plenty 
to take their minds off yesterday's blazing heat. 

The knockout punch was wielded by Big Max West, who hit 
three home runs, Nos. 3-4-5, who scored three runs and who 
knocked in seven runs during the afternoon. His homers, two of 
them in the first game and one in the second, were the decisive 
blows in both games. I] were hit with one man on base. 

Although Nanny Fernandez broke out of his batting slump 
in the opening game with three singles and a triple in four times 
at bat, West's home runs in the fourth and fifth innings gave Lou 
Tost, blond southpaw, a chance to coast to his fifth victory of the 
campaign. 


Third Homer Wins 


After having singled in a run in the third inning of the 


nightcap, Slapsie Maxie the Lion-hearted lofted his third homer 
of the day in the fifth off Sam Nahem, and the two runs it 
produced provided just enough margin of safety for those two 
Johns, Hutchings and Sain, who hurled the Braves to their 12th 
one-run victory to date. 

There was some doubt about the opener, but the second 
game could properly be described as a contest. the Phils out-hit 
the Braves, 12 to 8, and they fought to the end, until Chet Ross 
caught Danny Litwhiler's line drive in the left field corner for the 
27th out, as the tying run was heading for the plate. 

The two victories left the Braves in third place, six games 
behind the Dodgers, whom they play in a doubleheader in 
Brooklyn today. They are now embarked on a road trip consisting 
of 17 games - enough to test thoroughly the pennant-winning 
aspirations of Casey Stengel's side. 


Almost a Shutout 


Tost would have had a shutout, just as he would have had 
one over the Giants the last time he pitched, if his support had 
been perfect. He allowed seven hits, most of them in the late 
innings, and was scored on in the sixth, because Fernandez threw 
past first as Murtaugh beat out a bunt, and because Holmes and P. 
Waner became confused in deep right-center on Etten's long fly 
and the ball feel off Waner's glove for a double. 

By that time, thanks to Fernandez and West, the Braves 
were so far out front that one run made no difference. The Braves 
scored one run off Johnny Padeajny, the bespectacled youngster 
who will join the Navy this week, in the second inning on 
Fernandez’ single, an infield out, a steal of third, and Ross' singl 
to left. 


Three in Fourth 


A sliced triple to right by the Castilian third baseman, 
Kluttz' infield out, a walk to Ross and West's first homer of the 
afternoon, a line drive into the seats of the right field pavilion 
near the line, gave the Braves three runs in the fourth. 

Walter (Boom Boom) Beck pitched the fifth and sixth 
innings and showed that his nickname fitted by yielding five 
runs. Four scored in the fifth when Waner walked. Miller and 
Fernandez singled, Kluttz sacrificed. Ross doubled and West hit 
homer No. 2, a long fly that the wind helped into the same 
section his fourth-inning liner had probed. 

The Braves scored their last run of the opener in the sixth on 
a walk to Waner and singles by Miller and Fernandez. 


Hutchings Starts 


Starting his first game of the season, John Hutchings, one of 
the fattest men in baseball, did well to yield only two runs on 10 
hits in the first seven innings of the second game. Because he was 
tiring and his fingers were cramped, he was taken out with a 4-2 
lead starting the eighth, and John Sain, ace relief hurler, sent in. 

The Phils scored one run in the first on a single by Lloyd 
Waner, an infield out and Etten's single. Nahem held the lead 
until the Braves scored twice in the third, on Miller's double 
down the right field line, a walk to P. Waner, a single by West 
and a double by Masi. 

The Braves wasted chances against Nahem in the early 
innings, leaving the bases full in the first and failing to score after 
the first two men up in the second walked, and thus Al Glossop's 
line drive into the jury box starting the fourth tied the score , 2-2. 
It was his third homer of the srason. 


Deadlock Broken 


The deadlock dissolved beneath the weight of West's third 
homer. P. Waner walked to start the fifth and after Ross fouled 
out, West drove the ball over the new fence in right and against 
the old barrier between the jury box and pavilion.

Some graybeard might come up, might refute it, but 
memories and scrapbooks last night failed to reveal a better home 
stay produced by the Braves (14-4) as they clobbered the scrubs - 
er Cubs - 16-2 with Jim Wilson completing his third straight 
game. 

But like Wilson's recent accomplishments, the Braves 
excellent home stand apparently has held no interest for the fans. 
Only 5941 were present at the Tepee while the Braves offered 
their second highest output of runs this year. Their standout 
slugging performance came afgainst the Giants June 30th when 
they whipped the Durochermen, 19-7. 

Wilson's pitching was hardly as bright as the score indicates. 
He held the Cubs hitless for four innings, but they combed him 
for 11 safeties thereafter. However, the only runs the Cubs could 
produce were ushered in when Roy Smalley hit his fifth home 
run in nthe seventh with Kevin Connors on base. 


Gordon Drives in Runs 


Sid Gordon brought his R.B.I. total to 94, driving in a pair of 
runs in the third, and his fumbled ground ball by Eddie Miksis in 
the next inning with the bases loaded edged him closer to his 100 
goal. 

Probably the most notable bit of hitting was done by Earl 
Torgeson. Southpaw Joe Hatten tried to sidearm the first baseman 
in the seventh inning with two men on base, and Earl dunked the 
ball over the old Braves' bullpen in right field. 

The Braves had Wilson ahead, 9-0, after four innings - a 
forfeit score - and the Cubs played as though they were wishing 
they could get on a train and leave it right there. 


In the fourth, the Braves, chased starter Bob Kelly, a young 
right hander with a good curve ball, and old Walt Dubiel came in 
to lend a helping hand. Dubiel really did, too, with an error and 
two singles giving the Braves a six-run inning before Wilson, 
after doubling off Kelly to open the inning, flied to center. 

Hatten filled in for the seventh and eighth and Manager Phil 
Cavarretta let him take his bumps. Prior to Torgeson's blast, 
Wilson had driven in Ebba St. Claire, and in the eighth, three 
more runs clattered across the plate. 

Sam Jethroe, back in the game after two days' rest following 
his wrestling with the centerfield wall, produced two runs in the 
inning with a long double over Hal Jeffcoat's head.

BRUINS CHALK UP 
10TH STRAIGHT, 8-4

It took the Bruins just a little while to warm up at the 
Garden last night, but once they did the result was pretty familiar 
to the 14,994 in the building. 

After yielding early goals to Andy Bathgate and Dean 
Prentice, the Bruins opened up for an 8-4 bombardment of the 
pittsburgh Penguins to match the highest Boston scoring 
production of the season. 

With 51 shots against two goalies - Les Brionkley and Al 
Smith - the Bruins racked up three goals in each of the first two 
periods and two in the third for their 10th straight victory. 

It was an accomplishment which also permitted them to 
reclaim first place in the east with a two-point margin over the 
Rangers who did not play last night. 

There were three two-goal performances for the Bruins by 
Phil Esposito (31 and 32), Johnny Bucyk (18 and 19), and Don 
Marcotte (7 and 8). The singles were by Ken Hodge (19), and 
Wayne Cashman (10). 

The first of Marcotte's goals was the 13th shorthanded score 
of the season by the Bruins, bringing them within one of the NHL 
record of 14 by Chicago in 1964-65. 

In addition to the early goals by the veterans, the Penguins 
got another pair by Greg Polis]. 

The teams left immediately after the game on charter planes 
for Pittsburgh where they meet again tonight at 8:05. 

The Bruins looked as if they still were distracted by visions 
of sugar plums - or something - dancing through their heads as 
they gave up two goals in less than five minutes. 

It must have been a little upsetting, too, that the damage was 
accomplished by a couple of gaffers like Bathgate and Prentice, 
both 38 years old. 

The Bruins were guilty of more than a little disorganization 
on both of these goals. Prentice was allowed to get directly in 
front for his high back hand between Cheevers and the post at his 
left at 3:06. 

Prentice really capitalized at 4:40 on a third straight whack, 
the preceeding ones being by Dean himself and young Rick 
Kessell. 

Dissatisfaction in the stands abated to a degree when Bucyk 
was directly in front at 5:33 for the finish of a McKenzie rebound 
after a play started on a good Orr rush. 


With a penalty on against Hextall, the Boston power play 
clicked for the 34th time this season, with a real precision effort 
from McKenzie in the right corner to Bucyk in the left and out to 
Esposito in the left circle for a quick lift by Esposito into the 
opposite side of the net. 

The Bruins narrowly missed connections on a subsequent 
power play but the formation was still on when Esposito made 
his second goal at 19:49 on a quick and nicely placed pass from 
Cashman. 

The count was multiplied in the second period, starting with 
Bucky's second goal at 2:35, a slider by Binkley after good plays 
by Don Awrey and Stanfield. 

Sanderson went out at 5:40 on a tripping call that met with 
such spirited criticism from Orr that referee Newell hit Bobby 
with a misconduct. 

While Sandy was still out, the Bruins came up with a 
specialty that really cracked the Penguins. Green and Westfall 
stopped a Pittsburgh play near the power line, and Eddie sent 
Marcotte away. 

Donnie let go from a seemingly bad angle way over on the 
left but found the mark on the opposite side for his fourth 
shorthand goal and the team's 13th. 

There was some turbulence in a clash between Watson and 
Cashman which earned both seven minutes penalties and still the 
Bruins kept rolling it up, with Hodge slipping the puck into an 
empty net after a 2-on-1 break with Espo at 13:59. 

By that time, Binkley had been succeeded in the Pittsburgh 
net by longhaired Al Smith, the Marcotte score being the finisher 
for Les. 

Cashman a good solo effort at 11:44 in the third, moving the 
puck along the boards first with his skates, and finally zinging a 
shot off the post at the left of goalie Smith and in behind the 
netminder. 

The two by Polis for Pittsburgh in that final period were 
both set up by Ken Schinkel, and the first was on a power play.

BRUINS PACK PUNCH, 
PUMMEL SABRES, 6-2

The Bruins found that loving feeling -- their hitting game -- 
and turned it into an impressive 6-2 victory over the Sabres last 
night at the Garden. 

Led by a pair of Keith Crowder goals and the sharp 
goaltending of Doug Keans, the Bruins opened an 11-point lead 
over the Sabres, who were pushed even deeper into the Adams 
Division cellar. 

It was Boston's first victory over the Sabres in five games 
this year (now 1-3-1) and for Keans, who faced 37 shots, it ran 
his streak of unbeaten games to six (now 4-0-2). Keans missed 
his fourth career shutout when Norm Lacombe scored with only 
20 seconds to play. Adam Creighton added the final Buffalo 
score with one second to play. 

Ken Linseman, Tom McCarthy, Reed Larson and 
NevinMarkwart also scored for the Bruins. 

Hoping to make up for their dispirited effort in Friday 
night's 4- 3 loss in Buffalo, the Bruins came out banging against 


the Sabres. Cam Neely tagged veteran Bill Hajt with a dizzying 
check in the opening 30 seconds and that pretty much set the tone 
for the period. It was by far Boston's strongest first-period start of 
the year. 

By the end of 20 minutes, the Bruins had a 2-0 lead and the 
clubs had amassed 82 penalty minutes, in a collection of fights 
that included the ejection of veteran Buffalo wing Mike Foligno. 

But before any of the punching began, the Bruins, for one of 
the rare occasions of late, broke on top first, 1-0. Breaking down 
the left side on a 2-on-1 break, with Crowder to his right, 
Linseman rushed in on goalie Tom Barrasso and beat him with a 
backhander on the stick side at 3:40. It was Linseman's fifth goal 
this year and his 10th point in five games. 

The first of the fisticuffs occurred at 9:11, when Jay Miller 
and Foligno banged away, with Foligno picking up an extra two 
minutes for instigating the tussle. It was just over two minutes 
later, after failing on the power play, that the Bruins bumped the 
margin to 2-0. 

Crowder took a pass from Charlie Simmer after his linemate 
picked up a loose puck from the stick of John Tucker. Crowder, 
who returned to the lineup last Saturday after missing nearly a 
month with a separated left shoulder, barreled down the slot and 
beat Barrasso with a backhander to the glove side at 13:24. 

Soon, though, it was back to the brawls. At 14:08, Scott 
Arniel and Geoff Courtnall flailed away, each assessed seven 
minutes. When that cooled, another bout broke out, with Neely 
hammering Lindy Ruff. They each were tagged with a 10-minute 
misconduct on top of their fighting majors. 

And with 2:52 to go in the period, Foligno bid adieu after a 
joust with rookie defenseman Allen Pedersen. On his way out, 
the fiery forward nearly got in another scrap at the Boston bench, 
jawing with McCarthy as the Bruins forward sat along the dasher 
yapping at Foligno. 

The Sabres came out strong in the second period, piling up a 
13- 6 shot advantage, but the Bruins connected on 2 shots and 
extended the lead to 4-0 by the end of 40 minutes. 

The third Boston goal came again with Simmer and 
Crowder in the middle of some heavy action. After gaining 
control of the puck on the rear board, Simmer shoveled the puck 
ahead for Crowder behind the net. As he centered a pass out 
front, Crowder watched the puck deflect off the stick of Barrasso 
and angle in the net at 1:38 for the 3-0 lead. 

And the fourth goal came with 6:12 to play, Mike Milbury 
setting up Tom McCarthy's scoring strike with a sleek pass 
through the neutral zone. 

McCarthy, who entered the night as the club's sharpest 
shooter (9 goals on 41 shots -- 22 percent), collected Milbury's 
pass on his backhand as he broke into the offensive zone. Once 
approaching the left-wing side of the faceoff circle, the former 
North Stars wing let go a hard, sizzling slapshot that glanced off 
Barrasso's left skate on the way into the net. McCarthy became 
the first Bruins goal scorer to reach double figures.

PATRIOTS LOSE 
PLUNKETT, WIN GAME, 
24-16 


"Nervous' Grogan Strikes Gold Against 49ers 
as Plunkett Reinjures Shoulder

FOXBORO - The word Chuck Fairbanks used was 
"convincing." But the word no Patriot dared use to describe the 
24-16 win over the 49ers yesterday was "complete." 

Another shoulder injury to Jim Plunkett - one that is going 
to keep him out of action in the immediate future and maybe for 
the season - took the edge away from what should have been the 
Patriots’ biggest day of the season. 

Plunkett was reinjured in the final minute of the first period 
and the preliminary diagnosis by the Patriot medical staff was 
that he had separated his left shoulder again - as he had done in 
the fifth exhibition game against San Diego. 

"It feels like the same thing," said Plunkett before leaving 
for the hospital and X-rays. "I don't think I'm going to be playing 
for awhile." 

So the offensive leadership will opass to young Steve 
Grogan, who showed the 60,358 in Schaefer Stadium that he was 
ready to accept the challenge. 

"I was nervous the whole time," said Grogan. "My voice 
never stopped shaking." 

His arm seemed poised, however, as he fired touchdown 
passes to Andy Johnson and Randy Vataha. 

It was the second straight victory for the Patriots who, for 
the second straight week, saw their defensive unit dominate the 
game. 

"They just kicked the hell out of us," said San Francisco 
coach Dick Nolan. 

Although San Francisco scored 16 points, the defense could 
hardly be faulted. It stuffed the 49er offense in the first half while 
the Patriots were building a 17-0 lead. 

The 49ers scored in the second half when safety Ralph 
McGill picked up a Johnson fumble and ran 14 yards for a score. 
They got a 28-yard field goal out of Steven Mike-Mayer 
following a short Patriot punt. And their last TD came in the final 
minute when Norm Snead pitched a 24-yard scoring pass to Mike 
Holmes - but only after getting the ball on the Patriots 30. 

San Francisco gained only 31 yards rushing in the game, and 
although Snead hit on 22 of 41 passes the patriots never gave up 
the big bomb. 

Meanwhile, the Patriots offense latched on to three big 
breaks and turned them all into touchdowns. 

When Plunkett left and Grogan took over, the Patriots were 
leading 3-0, thanks to a 44-yard field goal by John Smith on the 
last play of the first period. 

Then late in the second period, they knocked in two 
touchdowns in 63 seconds to pull in front, 17-0. 

Their first touchdown bid seemed to be halted when Jim 
Johnson intercepted a Grogan pass at the 49er nine. On that play, 
however, cornerback Bruce Taylor was detected holding Vataha, 
and the penalty gave the ball back to the Patriots on the 12. Two 


plays later Sam Cunningham took the option pitch and raced in 
from the 11. 

Less than a minute later, safety John Sanders blocked a Tom 
Wittum punt and the Patriots took over on the 49er six. A delay 
of game penalty set them back to the 11, but Grogan shrugged it 
off by firing an 11-yard scoring pass to Johnson, swinging out of 
the backfield. 

The key play in the game came later in the period. The 49ers 
had the momentum, trailing just 17-10 and ready to get the ball in 
good field position. 

But kick returned Manfred Moore gambled on trying to 
catch a line drive punt on the fly (if he succeeded, he had open 
field in front of him) only to fumble it back to the Patriots on the 
49er 38. 

The 49ers' case was closed when, seven plays later, Grogan 
pumped a quick sideline pass from seven yards out to Vataha for 
the TD. 

"It was the best game we played all year, both offensively 
and defensively," said Fairbanks. Convincing, yes. Complete, 
no."

HAVLICEK SETS MARK, 
CELTS ROMP 


Scores 30 in Half vs. Warriors

John Havlicek scored 30 points in the first half - a team 
record - and 41 in the game Wednesday night to lead the Celtics 
to a 135 to 110 victory over the San Francisco Warriors at the 
Garden. It is something of a ho-hum record. 

"I'm happy about it, sure," said Havlicek. "You always like 
to have your name in the record book. But if it was a close game 
it probably would have meant more to me." 

The Warriors, who ought to comtemplate a ban on casualty 
announcements to preserve morale, were playing without Rudy 
LaRusso and Jim King, both all stars, and Al Attles in the second 
half. Earlier in the season all star Nate Thurmond was lost for the 
remainder of the campaign. 

The celtics were playing without Sam Jones for the third 
straight game. But Havlicek, who started in the backcourt and 
played the entire first half, picked up the slack admirably. 

This wasn't the game plan. 

Sam averages 19 shots and 22 points a game. But this never 
entered Havlicek's mind as he pumped up shot after shot - 18 of 
them in the first half, his per-game average for the season. 

"The shots are going to come," said Havlicek, "but someone 
else is on the floor, too. I wasn't any more aware of that than the 
man in the moon." Havlicek made 12 baskets in the first half, 
eight of them on layups. He had 19 points in the first quarter as 
the celtics raced to a 12-point lead. 

"Any time you get layups," he said, "you're supposed to 
make them.” 

The Warriors went on a 10-1 spree early in the second 
period to close the gap to four points. That was their best shot. 
the Celtics rolled over them, 17-5, in the final 4 1/2 minutes of 


the half and led by 16 at the intermission. 

Havlicek, who heard his name mentioned during an 
announcement in the waning moments of the half, did not know 
what it was about until the team returned to the floor for the 
second half. He'd rather not have known, too. 

"I'd rather just got out there and play my game," he said. 
"This way, if you shoot too much you get it one way, and if you 
don't shoot enough you get it another." 

Havlicek took only three shots in the third period, making 
them all. He returned in the final period, playing forward, and hit 
one of six shots. 

The Celtics made a rout of the game in the third quarter and 
led by 20 going into the final 12 minutes. San Francisco coach 
Bill Sherman had to think of something quickly, and he did. 

"Beat ‘em this quarter," he told his team during the 
one-minute intermission, "and you can have tomorrow off." The 
Warriors outscored the Celtics by four in the period, earning the 
day off. The Celtics did not fare as well, they'll practice at the 
Cambridge YMCA this morning. 

Havlicek's halftime total eclipsed Sam Jones' 29-point half, a 
record set in Detroit in 1965 and matched at Madison Square 
Garden in the playoffs last season. Sam wound up with 51 in both 
of those games. The Boston Garden record for a half is 39 by Hal 
Greer in 1959 when the 76ers were the Syracuse Nats.

Fourth-Quarter Spurt Puts Away New Jersey

EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J. - Jimmy Rodgers looked 
relaxed and relieved. He even displayed a few smiles. the Celtics 
had finally won another game on the road, and on this night, the 
coach didn't care if the victory came against a team that has 
reached new heights in futility. 

When you've lost six games away from home and you're 
staring a sub-.500 mark in the face, you need a game like the 
Celtics' 118-95 win over the Nets last night at Brendan Byrne 
Arena. It doesn't matter that your win is plagued with somewhat 
sloppy play. It doesn't matter that you turn the ball over five more 
times than your opponent. It doesn't even matter that such play 
wouldn't wash against the Lakers, Pistons and Knicks. 

When you're plagued with as many frustrations as the 
Celtics have endured lately, you want a win, and you don't care 
how it comes or who it comes against. Last night it came via a 
14-2 run at the start of the fourth period that turned a relatively 
close game into a blowout. The Celtics (8-7) increased the lead to 
26 points, and the Nets, who slipped to 3-11 and lost their ninth 
straight, couldn't counter. 

Asked if he was happy with the win, Rodgers smiled and 
said, "Absolutely. It was close for three periods. We had some 
spurts early. It was good play on their part. 

"We were trying to get something together again. There are 
some segments you can take from the game that we could be 
happy about." 


Segment No. 1: Larry Bird's 29 points. No. 33 connected on 
12 of 20 shots from the floor and was 3 for 3 from 3-point range. 
Two of those 3-pointers came during the Celtics' decisive 14-2 
run. 

"At the beginning of the fourth quarter, we started hitting 
some shots and they started missing some shots," said Bird. "I hit 
a 3-pointer, and we got Kevin [McHale] loose for a couple of 
3-point plays inside. When the other team is missing, all of a 
sudden you look up and it's a 20-point game." 

Segments No. 2 and 3: McHale and Robert Parish. The 
former scored 23 points, pulled down 9 rebounds and blocked 3 
shots. The latter scored 17 points and grabbed 10 boards. 
Together they gave the Celtics an inside attack that the Nets 
couldn't handle. 

Bird, Parish and McHale leading the way. Just like old 
times. Who cares if uit came against a team whose photo is 
featured in the dictionary beside the word "pathetic"? 

"We moved the ball much better tonight on offense, and we 
were able to get some mismatches inside with Kevin and Robert," 
said Bird. 

Segment No. 4: Solid guard play, led by Jim Paxson's 
outside shooting (10 points) and Charles Smith's pushing up the 
tempo for the men in green. 

"We executed well tonight and played solid defense," said 
Smith. 

"The season's just getting started," said McHale, "and our 
offense will come around. We should be two or three games 
better. A game here and a game there makes a difference." 

The game here last night was close in the first period, as the 
Nets outscored Boston, 17-6, over the last 5 1/2 minutes of the 
first quarter for a 29-26 advantage. 

The Celtics retook the lead at 35-33 on a pull-up jumper by 
Reggie Lewis with 8:25 to go in the second period, and they 
never trailed again. Boston led, 52-44, at halftime. The Nets 
scored just 15 points in the second period. 

"I don't know how we could have got better shots in the 
second period," said Nets coach Bill Fitch. "We struggled and got 
only 15 points and we got just as good shots in that quarter as in 
the first, where we scored more." 

"We can't give up," said Nets guard Dennis Hopson. "We 
have to continue to play. We must pull together and stick it out." 

The Nets played evenly with Boston in the third quarter, but 
then came that Celtics run. 

"Actually, it was a carryover from the third period," said 
Rodgers. "The keys to the run were solid play on defense, good 
shots and good rebounding. 

"We needed a solid win. It goes both ways. We were coming 
off two losses and they were coming off a tough road trip. It was 
scary. Both teams needed to win, and it was a really close game 
after two quarters." 

One team got what it wanted. For now, Rodgers is a happy 
man, and it showed. You really can't blame him for that; who 
knows hoiw long the good times will last?
